Those Officers of Our Royal Engineers stationed in the

addresses of the wives, and the number, ages, and sexes of 
the children. He will immediately before embarkation 
forward the statement as follows :— 

(a.) In Corps with Depots to the Paymaster paying the By whom 
Depét of the Corps in which the men are serving; ?’" 
(b.) In Royal Engineers to the Paymaster in whose pay- 
ment the Company was at the time of embarkation ; 
(c.) In Household Troops to the Officer Commanding 
the Corps at home ;

(e.) In all other cases to the War Office. 


The Paymaster concerned will then issue the allowances 
from the date of the husbands’ embarkation, without 
further authority. 

118. The allowances will be paid either to the wife Instructions 
in person or by Post Office Orders under the system 3% '0 pay: 
established for the payment of pensions, when the Pay- 
master is wuihonied to act as Postmaster, and in other 
cases by ordinary Post Office Orders. The allowances 
specified in the paragraphs 115 and 116 will be issued 
monthly in advance as an ordinary rule. When they are 
expected shortly to cease in consequence of the husbands 
returning home or of the families embarking, the allow- 
ances will be issued for such period as they will probably 
continue, being finally adjusted up to the date stated in 
paragraphs 120 and 122. No steps will be taken to 
recover any portion of the monthly advance already 
made to the family before the receipt of the notitication 
of the death or return home of a soldier, or of the families’ 
intended embarkation, nor will a recovery be called for on 
account of a casualty occurring in the family during the 
period of the monthly advance.

124. Families who may be invalided home from Foreign 
Stations in consequence of ill-health may draw the allow- 
ances specified in paragraphs 116 or 116 in advance, from the 
date of their arrival home until they are again fit to pro- 
ceed abroad, and passages have been assigned ; provided, 
however, that in no case shall the issue be made for a 
period exceeding two years. Families returning home for 
any other reasons will not receive the allowances.

Issues in kind at Foreign Stations. 


258. The issue of fuel and light are regulated by the 
scales applicable to the several Foreign Commands, 
which are published under the sanction of the Secretary of 
State in the local regulations of each command, and these 
scales will not be departed from except under emergent 
circumstances under the orders of the Officer Commanding, 
which will be forthwith reported to the Secretary of State 
on Army Form F 722. The issues will be made from the 
date of the general or garrison order published at the 
Station, notifying the arrival, appointment, or promotion 
of Officers or other persons who are entitled to allowance, 
and will cease from the date of their being struck off the 
strength of the Station.

Rates and Taxes in Quarters. 


319. It has been determined by the Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue (Sec. 60, 5 and 6 Vict., c. 35, No. IV, 
Rule 8), that Officers serving on the Staff of the Army, or 
otherwise holding appointments for a fixed term, will be 
liable to pay income-tax (Schedule A) in respect of their 
public quarters in War Department buildings or huts 
occupied by them rent free. 

820. As a general rule, however, Officers mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph will not, for the future, be re- 
quired to pay Inhabited House Duty on public quarters 
duly allotted to them. Any claim from 4 collector for 
Inhabited House Duty may, if not withdrawn locally under 
Inland Revenue authority, be reported for consideration, 
with a view, if circumstances permit, to relief from its 
payment. 

321. Regimental Officers, and Officers of the Army 
Departments who do not hold appointments for any fixed 
term, will be exempt from the payment of Income Tax 
(Schedule A) and Inhabited House Duty on their public 
quarters. 

822. All Officers of the Army in public quarters, 
whether holding their appointments for a fixed term or 
not, will, from the Ist April, 1882, be exempt from the 
payment of claims to tithes, authorized water rates, and 
local rates, such as Poor Rates, Highway Rates, General 
District or Sanitary Rates on War Department barracks, 
quarters, or huts.

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Section XI.—TRAVELLING. 


(Including Inland Water Transport abroad and Coastwise 
passages of men and horses, not exceeding the numbers 
of 50 and 10 respectively, in the United Kingdom.) 


I.—OFFICERS. 
1. Travelling Expenses. 


(a) At Home and Foreign Stations. 


421. Officers will be reimbursed the actual and necessary 
expense of their conveyance when proceeding on public 
duty under orders from competent authority, provided 
that the journey be performed without: unnecessary delay. 
Military Governors of Colonies and Military Officers ad- 
ministering Colonial Governments, and not drawing Staff 
pay, are not entitled to reimbursement of travelling ex- 
penses, except when proceeding on military duty. 

422. If the station of an Officer, or the residence of an 
unemployed full or half-pay Officer, who has been appointed 
as President or Member of a Committee, be at such a 
distance from the place at which the Committee meets as 
to cause the expense of returning home, between the dates 
of any two consecutive meetings of the Committee, to 
exceed that of remaining in the vicinity and receiving the 
allowances admissible whilst attending the Committee, the 
Officer will remain in the vicinity. In such case he will 
state, in the column for remarks on his claim for travelling 
expenses, the reason for not returning to his station or 
residence in the interval between the two meetings, and, 
if he be serving as a Member, will also acquaint the Presi- 
dent of the Committee. 

423. Officers will not be entitled to travelling expenses 
when incurred in connection with leave of absence except 
under the following circumstances :— 


(a.) If, when recalled from leave of absence, in order 
to join Schools of Instruction, to proceed to first 
assembling of Courts-Martial, or to serve on Special 
Committees, or perform other special duty, the 
revert to leave of absence on the completion of suc 
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duty. In all such cases the claims will on the re- 


version of the Officers to leave be submitted before 
payment for the special consideration of the Secretary 
of State. This regulation will not apply to any regi- 
mental duty other than Court-Martial, nor in the 
case of Staff or Departmental Officers to any duties 
pertaining to their appointments. 

(6.) If, while on leave of absence, they are ordered to a 
station other than that from which they obtained 
leave, and, before proceeding to their new, rejoin 
their old station. Travelling expenses between the 
old and new stations will in such cases be admitted. 
If they join their new station direct, they will be 

reimbursed any extra cost of conveyance which 
such journey may have entailed upon them, over 
and above what it would have cost them to rejoin 
their former station. 

(c.) If serving at home, and ordered, while on leave of 
absence to a station not within the United Kingdom, 
or if serving at a Foreign Station, and ordered while 
on leave of absence to a station not within the com- 
mand, they will, under the conditions in (6), be en- 
titled to travelling expenses to the port of embarka- 
tion, or to the extra cost of conveyance thereto if 
they do not first rejoin their old station. 

(d.) Officers who, after having been placed under orders 
for Foreign Service, are granted leave of absence 
pending embarkation, may, after arrival at the 
port, claim the cost of a journey direct from the 
station whence they obtained leave, to the port of 
embarkation, although they may not have proceeded 
there direct. 

(e.) When returning home on sick leave on the recom- 
mendation of a Medical Board, or on a medical 
certificate when a Board cannot be assembled, 
Officers will be entitled to their expenses to the 
port of disembarkation in this country, and when 
returning from sick leave will be entitled to their 
expenses from the port of embarkation. 

(f.) Officers who return home, on duty, from Foreign 
Service, and obtain leave of absence before joining 
a Home Station, and Officers who return home on 
sick leave from a Foreign Station, and are ordered 
to join a Home Station, will, on joining, be allowed 
their travelling expenses, from the port of dis- 
embarkation, if they reside there, or from any 
nearer place, If they join from a place more 
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distant than the port of disembarkation they will 
be allowed expenses not exceeding in amount the 
cost of proceeding from such port. In the case of 
Departmental Officers who have reported themselves 
in London under paragraph 431, such expenses will 
be allowed not exceeding the cost from London. 


Not entitled 424. Officers will not be entitled to travelling expenses 


when the journey shall have been taken under the follow- 
ing circumstances :— 


(a.) When joining the service at a Home Station, or 
proceeding to the port of embarkation for the pur- 
pose of joining at a Foreign Station, on first ap- 
pointment, or from unemployed full-pay, half-pay, or 
retired pay. 

(6.) When ordered from the dep6t to the service com- 
panies atfhome, if they shall have beer posted to the 
dep6t whilst on leave of absence on private affairs 
from a Foreign Station, and shall not have completed 
one year’s service at the depét. 

(c.) When ordered to: appear before a Medical Board 
for the purpose of obtaining a prolongation of leave, 
or of obtaining a certificate of fitness to rejoin for 
duty from leave or from half-pay. 

(d.) On appointment to the Adjutancy of a Battalion of 
Auxiliary Forces, while on leavejin this country from 
a Foreign Station, or on examination for that ap- 
poinment whilst on leave of absence. 

(e.) On exchange, unless the expense of the journey 
would otherwise have become chargeable against the 
public. 

(7) On resignation, removal from the service for mis- 
conduct, promotion to, or retirement upon, half-pay 
at home. | 

(g.) When summoned as witnesses for the defence of 
Officers who shall be found guilty by Courts-Martial, 
or as witnesses at Courts-Martial founded on 
personal disputes between Officers, unless the ex- 
pense be specially sanctioned by the Secretary of 
State. When claims for such witnesses are for- 
warded for the consideration of the Secretary of 
State they will be supported by a certificate from 
the President of the Court-Martial that their evi- 
dence was necessary or pertinent to the defence. 

(h.) When proceeding on any duty for which a special 
allowance which covers travelling is granted 

(c.) When proceeding to London to report themselves 
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personally to the Adjutant-General under section 
13, paragraph 34, Queen’s Regulations and Orders 
for the Army, 1883 (see also paragraph 431). 

425. At Home Stations, Officers in receipt of forage, or When draw- 
of an allowance in lieu thereof, will not be required to ride ‘& forage. 
their horses distances of 10 miles and upwards from their 
station. But they will not be granted travelling expenses 
for journeys of less than 10 miles from their station unless 
they shall be prevented from returning to their station on 
the same day, or the journey be of so urgent a nature as to 
preclude the use of their own horses. This regulation 
applies to Officers who do not draw forage or forage allow- 
ance for the full number of horses to which they are en- 
titled, as well as to those who do so. 

426. Officers entitled by rank to forage allowance, who Hire of 
only temporarily or occasionally require the use of a horse, borses.

public the actual sums paid by them for the particular days 
on which they have been necessarily mounted, or for con-

427. Such cost will not exceed the amount of the forage Limit of 
allowance to which the Officer would have been entitled if °*

428. These claims will be made on Army Form O 1771, Receipts. 
and will be accompanied by receipts, as far as practicable, 
as well as by a reference to the order of the superior Officer,

.429, Officers temporarily employed on mounted duty Temporary 
during autumn manceuvres, mobilisation, or summer drills, mounted 
and whose existing duties do not require them to keep mancuvres.

horses have been actually kept. 

431. Officers returning from foreign service on duty will 
be allowed their travelling expenses from the port of dis- 
embarkation to their regiment, depédt, or station (except as 
provided in paragraphs 488 and 489), if ordered to join the 
same, or to London, if specially ordered personally to report 
their return to the Adjutant-General. Departmental 
Officers on returning home on completion of a tour of 
Foreign Service will be allowed travelling expenses to 
London, provided that they proceed there without delay. 
(See Section 13, of the Queen’s Regulations and Orders 
for the Army, 1883, and paragraph 424 (7) above.) 

482. If an Officer returning from Foreign Service should 
disembark at a port in the United Kingdom more distant 
from the station to which he is to proceed to do duty, or 
from London, if he be directed to report himself there 
personally, than that to which his passage may have been 
ordered, the excess of charge for conveyance must be 
defrayed by the Officer himself. The same rule will be 
observed with regard to Officers proceeding on Foreign 
Service, who embark for their own personal convenience 
at a port more distant from their station than that from 
which their passages have been engaged. Officers placed 
upon half-pay for length of service, or promoted to half-pay 
while serving abroad, will not be allowed travelling ex- 
penses beyond the port of disembarkation in the United 
Kingdom. 

433. Officers on promotion from the ranks will be allowed 
their travelling expenses on joining any station to which 
they may be ordered to proceed. 

434. Officers proceeding from their station to, or re- 
turning to their station from the Staff College Examination, 
or an Examination for Army Promotion ; or from an exa- 
mination to qualify to conduct the musketry training of 
troops or companies, or on attachment to the Staff before 
competing for admission to the Staff College, will, if they 
pass a qualifying examination, be allowed their travelling 
expenses, A certificate of their having so passed will be 
annexed to the claim. 

485. Officers proceeding from their station to, or return- 
ing to their station from, a course of Garrison Instruction, 
will be allowed their travelling expenses, provided that 
their claims be supported by a certiticate to the effect— 

(a.) That they have passed a satisfactory examination ; 
or 
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(b.) That during the course of instruction they have 
been punctual and attentive. 

436. When Officers who are undergoing instruction at Journeys for 
the School of Military Engineering, the Staff College, or Instructional 
Department of Artillery Studies, and their instructors, are” 
ordered upon reconnaissance duty, upon visits to manu- 
facturing departments, or on tours at home or abroad in 
connection with their course of instruction, they will 
receive such sums in aid of their travelling expenses as 
the Secretary of State may determine. 

437. Travelling expenses incurred by Officers, while Attending 
attending Garrison Instruction classes, on duties forming Pein cen: 
part of their course of instruction, will not be allowed 
except when specially authorised by the General or other 
Officer Commanding the district or garrison. (See also 
paragraph 480.) : 

438. Officers appointed to the Personal Staff of a Personal 
General Officer at a Foreign Station will be allowed Sf abroad. 
travelling expenses from the port of embarkation on taking 
up their appointment, and to the port of disembarkation 
on quitting it, subject to the provisions of paragraphs 761 
and 769. On returning to their regiments, or to the 
United Kingdom, in consequence of the General Officer 
ceasing to hold his appointment (but not otherwise), they 
will be allowed their expenses to the port of disembarka- 
tion in the United Kingdom, or to their regiments, if they 
rejoin them at a Foreign Station. 

439. No expense, either on taking up or quitting the Personal 
appointment, will be chargeable to the public for the S74 
travelling expenses of an Officer serving either at home 
or abroad who may be appointed to the Personal Staff of | 
« General Officer in the United Kingdom. 

440. The cost of the conveyance of the families of Families of 
General Officers, and Officers ranking as General Officers, baie 
proceeding on, or returning from, foreign service, will be 
borne by the public, when a land journey abroad is neces- 
sarily substituted for a passage by sea. 

441. Officers appointed to the establishment of the late Families of 
Military Store Service before the Ist of January, 1857, and ae tie 
those who held appointments as Barrack-Masters before store and» 
the 7th of February, 1860, will, on change of station, be Barrack Le- 
entitled to travelling expenses for their wives and children °*¢™°"™ 
to their new station when the Regulations sanction the 
allowance of such expenses to the Oflicers themselves. The 
children entitled to travelling expenses, under this rule, 
are unmarried daughters dependent on and residing with 
their fathers, and sons under the age of 18 years, 
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442, Officers ‘proceeding on other than temporary duty

444, Offivers proceeding on temporary duty without 
troops, if accompanied by their horses, will be allowed 
travelling expenses for one groom to each horse for which 
public conveyance is allowed. 

445. The hire of a cab or car between barracks or 
quarters and railway or steamboat stations will be allowed 
if the Officers be necessarily travelling with baggage. 

446. Carriage and cab hire, except as sanctioned in 
paragraph 445, will not be allowed when railway or other 


.ordinary public conveyance is available, unless the claim 


be supported by a statement showing the necessity for 
resorting to such conveyance. Cab fares not in connection 
with a journey, or which are for distances of less. than 
two miles, will only be admitted as a charge against the 
public when the Officers shall be shown to have been 
proceeding on duty of an urgent nature. A full.explana-.

In the case of County Constabulary, 
the Paymaster will, under the orders of his Commanding 
Officer, pay to the constable who hands over the prisoner 
the actual cost of the conveyance of the constable and the 
deserter, and of the subsistence of the latter—not exceed- 
ing one shilling a day—upon production of the Justice’s 
order for the man’s committal to his regiment, and of a 
detailed statement of the above expenses duly certified by 
the committing Magistrate. These documents, with the 
constable’s receipt for the amount paid to him, will be a 
sufficient voucher for the charge when it appears in the 
accounts. No charge for pay or extra pay for County 
Constabulary will be admissible against Army Funds, but 
a reasonable refreshment allowance for the constable may 
be included ; such allowance being governed by the rules 
of the county in regard to civil cases. 

605. The expenses of apprehension of deserters prior to 
the date of committal will be claimed from the War Office 
separately, by the civil authorities, a detailed statement, 
duly certified as above, being annexed.

2. At Foreign Stations. 


680. At Foreign Stations, the land and inland water 
transport of troops will be conducted under the direction 
of the Commissariat.

966. Officers of the Royal Horse Artillery and Cavalry

Section XX.—-TABLE ALLOWANCE. 


902. Table allowance is granted to the General Officers 
Commanding at certain stations at home and abroad. 
The amount allowed at each station is fixed from time 
to time by the Secretary of State, with the concurrence 
of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, and the issue 
of it is governed by the following rules. 

998. A General Officer Commanding, on being ap- 
pointed to a command for which table allowance is 
sanctioned, will be entitled to draw it from the date on 
which he shall arrive at headquarters and assume the 
command, : 

994. The General Officer Commanding quitting a com- 
mand will receive such table allowance up to the day 
preceding that on which he shall hand over the duties 
of the command to his successor. 

995. Table allowance will be continued to a General 
Officer Commanding during his ordinary leave of 61 days 
in each year, but it will not be issued to him for more 
than 61 days, during the biennial or triennial leave 
sanctioned for Officers serving at certain foreign stations. 

996. Should an interval occur between the departure 
of a General Officer from his command and the arrival of 
his successor, table allowance may, with the approval of 
the Secretary of State, be issued to the Officer on whom 
the command may temporarily devolve. 

997. During the absence of a General Officer from a 
foreign station on biennial or triennial leave, table allow- 
ance may, with the approval of the Secretary of State, be 
issued to the Officer temporarily exercising the command 
during the General’s absence, after the expiration of the 
first 61 days.

998, If a General Officer Commanding acts temporarily 
as Governor or Lieutenant-Governor of a colony for a 
continuous period exceeding 61 days, the table allowance 
for the whole of the period will be issued to the Officer on 
whom the immediate local command of the troops may 
temporarily devolve.
